1980, the population was 19,907 
people, an increase of 1,411. 

The figures are preliminary and 
subject to change, officials warn, 
and they will change if the objec- 
tions of Boyne City, East Jordan 
and Charlevoix are upheld. 

In Boyne City, City Clerk Tom 
Garlock figures the bureau 
missed about 400 to 500 people. At 
least that is what he says the 
bureau did not count. He said in 
1980 the same thing happened and 
the city found the additional 
people to bring the true number 
up to 3,346 people. 

The 1990 figure shows a 


' preliminary 3,404 people, an in- 


crease of 58. Garlock said by con- 
testing the amount, the city will 
have to confirm the people and the

lot to Boyne 


The land gift came from James 
Steffee of Grand Rapids, who owns 
a lot on North Park Street. Steffee 
says he has held the lot for the 
past 32 years but now has no 
longer a need for it and wanted to 
donate it to the city. 

The lot is located about 1000 
feet south of Wildwood Harbor 
Road and measures 66 feet by 
150.5 feet. The land is valued at 
about $1,400 and appears to be a 
wetland, according to Randy 
Frykberg, City Manager. The 
taxes on the property amount to 
$44.80 per year. 

In the discussion covering the 
donation, the city officials said they 
would not be losing much tax 


_ revenue and while there is presen- 


tly no immediate use for the 
property, they may want to use it 
in the future for a pump siation or 
a new water well. The com- 
missioners quickly approved the 
donation, -which will cost the city 
about $75 to register the paper- 
work with the county and getting 
the quit claim deeds from Steffee. 

Commissioners then accepted 
the low bid from Hunt Roofing of 
Petoskey-for renewing almost half 
of the street. garage, iocated 
behind City Hall.

In East Jordan, City Clerk 
Kathy O’Rear says that city is 
about 15 housing units off. She said 
they will be contesting that but 
also said the rest of the census 
looks pretty accurate. 

East Jordan numbers show a 29 
person increase over the last ten 
years, 

O’Rear says that even she 
doesn’t feel she was counted in the 
census. “No one came to the house 


to pick up the form, so I finally sent 
it in. I don't know if I was counted 
or not.” she added. 

In Charlevoix, the city is only 
one of a few within the twelve 
county area that shows a loss of 
population. The first figures show 
@ population drop to 3,098 residen- 
ts. Officials in Charlevoix aren't too 
happy with the results and are 
looking for additional people and 
housing units, 


The importance of population 
and housing units to local gover- 
nments can mean the cities getting 
as much as about $100 per person 
per year for the next ten years in 
aid, revenue sharing and grants 
from the federal and state gover- 
nments, 

If in Boyne City another 500 
people can be found, that could 
relate to a half a million aon 
over the next ten years.

Juggernauts. : 

‘By February the older females 
are ready for mating, and the 
males are out looking for them. On 
warmer nights they may ramble 
up to five miles a night looking for 
areceptive female. 

Courtship can be a stormy affair 
with an occasional burst of the 
pungent perfume. Then about 
eight weeks later three to. eight 
young are born. They are naked, 
but their black-and-white pattern 
is already evident on their pink 
skin. 

Some years ago I had the oppor- 
tunity to see and photograph a 
batch of new-born skunklets, and I 
noticed their front claws were well 
developed. 

Growth is rapid and soon they 
have coats of fur. At about three 
weeks of age their eyes open. Then 
two weeks later the little stinkers 
are walking about, able to follow 
mamma on her nightly food- 
seeking forays. 

Nothing in nature is more ap- 
pealing as seeing mamma trundiing 
along with a half dozen miniatures 
strung out behind. 

This is when any intruder, be it 
man or beast, that interferes with 
the free passage of mamma and 
her kids gets acquainted with 
chemical warfare. 


Slewing her backside around in 
a tight “U” she can look you in the 
eye, and if you're within twelve 
feet annoint you with that acrid, 
blinding Eau de Cologne from a 
couple of protruding nozzles on 
each side of the anus. 

But in my acquaintance with 
these interesting wild pussycats 
I've handled them when live- 
trapped without any complications. 
Smooth slow movements and soft 
talk seems to calm them, and any 
old rug, feed sack, or anything that

Most skunk troubles can be laid 
directly at the doorsteps of those

It's getting near the time when 
skunks are looking for winter 
quarters. So, dear people, close up 
all those foundation openings, or 
anything that skunks might 
squeeze through. A three inch hole 
can accomodate a 4-pound wood- 
pussy; and kéep Fido inside, 
especially at night when She-gog is 
making a night of it. 

And if Fido gets annointed with 
skunk perfume, most vets carry a 
product called Skunk-Off. It’s far 
better then tomato juice, vinegar 
and the likes.

The larvae of monarch but- 
terflies feed on other plants, but 
the viceroy butterfly looks enough 
like the adult monarch to fool 
would-be predators into leaving it 
alone, too. 

It probably took thousands of 
years for the monarch- -viceroy 
mimicry to evolve, Dunn surmises. 
A relatively recent example of in- 
sect evolution at work is the much 
more rapid change in a population 


' of moths in England in the 19th 


century from predominantly light- 
colored to mostly dark-colored. 
The change coincided with in- 
creasing industrialization of the 
area, which resulted in the tree 
trunks where the moths rested 
during the daytime being covered 
with soot. As it became an advan- 
tage to be dark colored and so 
blend in with the dark tree trunks, 
more of the dark-colored moths 
survived to reproduce, and the 
proportions of dark- and light- 
colored moths in the population 
shifted. 

Sometimes even the best 


camouflage doesn't always work,’ 


Dunn notes. Insects such as the 
underwing moths have one more 
trick up’ their sleeves: underwings 
with large eye spots or bull’s-eye 
markings that the moths can 
- reveal to. startle or confuse a 


potential predator and give them 


_ time to escape.

was under. 

His family was glad 
he went through the 
program and staff 
workers hope that 
others will want to 
determine their health 
levels.

Families taking a 
500-mile trip can ex- 
pect to pay about $6 to 
$8 more for gas this 
Labor Day weekend 
compared to last year, 
AAA Michigan repor- 
ts. 

“We-don't expect in- 
creased gasoline prices 
to discourage Labor 
Day vacationers from 
heading to travel 
destinations across the 
state,” ‘said Peter 
Erickson, AAA 


Burbara Lane's 


Michigan Club Ser- 
vices director. “People 
aren't happy about 
spending more for 
gasoline but a couple of 
extra dollars a day 
spread over the 
weekend won't keep 
them home. 

With self-serve 
unleaded prices about 
27 cents higher than 
last Labor Day, 
motorists can take a 
bite out of gasoline bills 
and decrease fuel use 
by adjusting their 
driving habits, 
Erickson added. 

“Drive the speed 
limit, accelerate 
smoothly and slow 
down in anticipation of 
red lights or stop 
signs,” he explained.
